1. PERMANENT REPRESENTATIVE JAROSZEK PAID A COURTESY 
CALL ON AMBASSADOR MOYNIHAN ON FRIDAY, AUGUST 29. 

HE EMPHASIZED THAT POLAND ENJOYS "VERY GOOD AND 
FRIENDLY RELATIONSHIPS" WITH THE UNITED STATES AND THAT 
HE HOPES TO CONTINUE THE VERY FAVORABLE PROGRESS BEING 
MADE IN THAT AREA. HE SAID HE HOPED TO AVOID ACRIMONIOUS 
DEBATE AT THE UN AND TO SEEK RATHER THOSE AREAS WHERE 
COOPERATION IS POSSIBLE. JAROSZEK HOPES THAT U.S. - 
POLISH RELATIONS IN THE U.N.WILL BE AT THE SAME HIGH 
LEVEL AS OUR BILATERAL RELATIONS; HE SPECIFICALLY 
REFERRED TO THE SUCCESSFUL STATE VISITS IN 1974 AND THIS 
YEAR. 
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2. JAROSZEK SAID THAT HE WAS FAMILIAR WITH U.S. VIEWS 
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ON UN ISSUES AS A RESULT OF READING BOTH THE SECRETARY'S 
MILWAUKEE SPEECH AND AMBASSADOR MOYNIHAN’S ARTICLE IN 
"COMMENTARY". HE VOLUNTEERED THAT THE JOB OF PERMANENT 
REPRESENTATIVE TO THE UNITED NATIONS WAS NOT A ’PARTICULARLY 
REWARDING JOB" BUT SAID THAT HE WAS DETERMINED TO CONTRIBUTE 
TO DEVELOPING THE PROCESSES OF DETENTE. AMBASSADOR 
MOYNIHAN EMPHASIZED THE VITAL NECESSITY OF MAKING THE U.N. 
WORK. 

3. ISRAEL. JAROSZEK SAID THAT HE WAS AWARE OF OUR 
POSITION ON ISRAEL AND HOPED THAT NO ISRAELI EXPULSION OR 
SUSPENSION ITEM WOULD COME TO A VOTE. HE ACKNOWLEDGED 
THAT ONLY THE SECURITY COUNCIL IS COMPETENT TO ACT ON 

SUCH A MATTER, BUT SAID THAT THERE WOULD BE SYMPATHY FOR AN 
ARAB RESOLUTION CENSURING ISRAEL. JAROSZEK STATED HIS 
PERSONAL OPINION THAT HE COULD NOT ASSURE US HOW POLAND 
MIGHT VOTE ON AN ISRAELI SUSPENSION OR EXPULSION 
RECOMMENDATION BUT REITERATED HIS HOPE THAT THE MATTER WOULD 
NOT COME TO A VOITE. 

4. SOUTH AFRICA:JAROSZEK INFORMED US OF RUMORS THAT THE 
AFRICAN STATES MIGHT ASK FOR CONFIRMATION BY THE 30TH 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE ACTION TAKEN ON SOUTH AFRICA BY 
THE 29TH GENERAL ASSEMBLY. AMBASSADOR MOYNIHAN EXPLAINED 
THE STRICT CONSTITUTIONAL POSITION THAT WE TAKE ON THE 
MATTER. JAROSZEK AGREED THAT IT SHOULD NOT BE THE ROLE OF 
THE U.N. TO DETERMINE WHICH GOVERNMENTS ARE LEGITIMATE. 

5. KOREA: AMBASSADOR MOYNIHAN EMPHASIZED THE SERIOUSNESS 
WITH WHICH WE VIEW THE KOREAN QUESTION. JAROSZEK SAID 
THAT HE WOULD NOT RULE OUT A COMPROMISE SUCH AS THAT 
WHICH OCCURRED TWO YEARS AGO. HE SAID THAT HE UNDERSTANDS 
THE RESOLUTION ON KOREA OF WHICH POLAND IS A CO-SPONSOR 

AS ASKING ONLY FOR THE WITHDRAWAL OF "FOREIGN TROOPS UNDER 
THE U.N. FLAG" FROM KOREA AND SAID THAT IF THE U.N. 

COMMAND IS DISSOLVED AND THE U.N. FLAG LOWERED THIS 
RESOLUTION WOULD NOT REPEAT NOT APPLY TO U.S. TROOPS. 

ASKING THAT IT NOT BE INCLUDED IN THE NOTES OF THE MEETING 
JAROSZEK SAID "NORTH KOREA'S INTENTIONS ARE NOT CLEAR TO 
US" AND THAT HE DID NOT KNOW WHAT WOULD HAPPEN BETWEEN 
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NOW AND THE DEBATE ON KOREA IN THE FIRST COMMITTEE. HE 
SAID HE BELIEVED THAT THE JAPANESE WERE TRYING TO ARRANGE 
SOME COMPROMISE. HE EMPHASIZED HIS READINESS TO DISCUSS 
THIS MATTER WITH US AT ANY TIME AND HIS DESIRE TO AVOID 
AN ACRIMONIOUS DEBATE ON KOREA. 

6. VIETNAM MEMBERSHIP: JAROSZEK ASKED FOR AN EXPLANATION 
OF OUR VETO OF THE MEMBERSHIP APPLICATIONS OF NORTH AND 
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SOUTH VIETNAM WHICH HE SAID HE DID NOT UNDERSTAND. HE 
TOLD US THAT HE THOUGHT THE ISSUE MIGHT COME UP DURING 
THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. JAROSZEK TOLD US HE THOUGHT WE 
HAD MADE TOO BIG AN ISSUE OF VIETNAM MEMBERSHIP. 

7. COMMENT JAROSZEK MADE AN EXCELLENT IMPRESSION. 

HE IS CONVERSANT WITH A WIDE SPECTRUM OF 

U.N. ISSUES AND SEEMS GENUINELY DETERMINED TO BE AS 

COOPERATIVE AS THE CONSTRAINTS OF HIS POSITION WILL ALLOW.
